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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner is not convinced that the combined 
references do not suggest the claimed invention, since the Examiner still contends that the Keritsis reference serves as a valid primary 
reference for teaching that it is known to add flavored carbon particles to cigarette filters. She is NOT convinced that just because there 
may be some reference to the fact that there may have been disadvantages to providing flavored particles in filters that one having 
ordinary skill in the art would not have known of, and engaged in, this practice. The other secondary references merely teach aspects, 
already known, but which do not happen to be taught by Keritsis, and are proper for use in the rejection - as stated in the Final Rejection 
under "Response to Arguments" .
